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FOREWORD 


In  the  late  1930’s  Major  Harry  Alexander  Davis,  U.  S.  A.  (ret),  wrote  to  all  the  descendants 
of  one  Thomas  Norris  whom  he  had  discovered  as  the  result  of  long  research  and  much  cor¬ 
respondence.  Three  unusual  names  recurring  in  different  branches  through  the  generations 
had  helped  unravel  the  journeyings  of  this  wide-flung  family,  Cuthbert,  Geoffrey  and  Alice 
frequently  in  the  early  generations  and  sometimes  in  the  later. 

Major  Davis  asked  for  financial  assistance  in  publishing  his  Norris  family  history,  but  the 
majority  of  those  approached  were  apparently  not  genealogically  minded  enough  to  be  of  suf¬ 
ficient  help,  so  the  typescript  of  this  history,  in  four  large  volumes,  was  left  to  the  Library 
of  Congress,  where  any  interested  member  of  the  family  may  consult  it.  Mrs.  Guy  D. 
y^serand,  of  Dodge  City,  Kansas,  has  published  a  continuing  volume  bringing  on  the  second 
and  third  sons  descendants  who  settled  in  and  around  Kansas.  Looking  through  Major  Davis’ 
book,  your  compiler  found  many  omissions  and  errors  in  the  Pennsylvania  descendants,  due 
probably  to  lack  of  response  on  their  part.  Since  these  included  six  sons  of  one  William 
Norris,  Sr.,  all  of  whom  made  their  names  in  connection  with  the  development  of  steam  loco¬ 
motion,  it  has  seemed  but  fair  to  correct  the  errors  and  gather  the  information  in  handy  form 
for  the  interest  and— we  hope— enjoyment  of  their  descendants. 

One  exception  has  been  made  to  the  Pennsylvania  qualification  for  inclusion  in  this  volume, 
namely  the  family  of  John  (17)  b.  in  1684,  whose  present  day  descendants  live  on  or  near  the 


property  acquired  through  various  purchases  by  William  (#18.  b.  1687,  his  brother)  and  left 
by  his  son,  Joseph,  to  his  sons.  R.  O.  Norris,  Jr.,  has  been  so  helpful  in  his  criticisms,  his 
suggestions  and  his  interest  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  know  we  have  a  member  of  the  family 
living  in  Lancaster  County,  to  whom,  with  deep  appreciation  this  volume  is  dedicated.  Thanks 
are  also  gratefully  given  to  Maria  Boykin,  Sue  Chase  and  Montandon  Baldwin  and  her  brother, 
William  Baker  Norris,  Jr. 

While  no  author  or  editor  enjoys  mistakes  in  the  text,  the  compiler  of  a  family  history  is 
singularly  vulnerable  to  errors.  For  the  first  five  generations  of  this  book,  I  have  relied 
upon  the  typescript  of  Major  Davis’  book  in  the  Library  of  Congress.  All  his  references  and  . 
authorities  are  there  to  be  consulted  by  any  member  of  the  family  interested  enough  to  look  i 
them  up. 

Beginning  with  Joseph  Norris,  I  have  used  family  papers,  bibles,  graveyard  records,  church 
records  and  letters— as  far  as  the  eleventh  generation.  After  that  I  have  depended  on  parents 
and  grandparents  for  marriage,  birth  dates  and  the  names  of  in-laws  and  while  there  are  gaps, 
it  is  not  oversight  on  my  part,  but  rather,  letters  unanswered.  Possibly  the  heat  of  the  sum¬ 
mer  has  caused  tlicm. 

As  I  have  come  to  know  you  all,  your  forbears  better  than  the  present  generations  perhaps, 

I  have  enjoyed  the  association  and  am  glad  to  have  become  an  in-law  of  the  Norris  Clan.

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THE  NAME  AND  THE  FAMILY 


The  name  Norey  or  Norreys  was  probably  French  in  origin,  but  is  found  in  England  at  an 
early  date;  there  was  an  Alan  Norreys  in  Sutton,  Norfolk,  before  the  time  of  Henry  III  (1206) 
as  shown  in  Burke’s  Peerage,  he  being  in  the  line  of  Sir  Henry  Norris/Noreys,  whose  tomb 
is  in  the  Henry  VII  Chapel  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

Of  the  known  Norris/Noreys  families  in  America,  the  original  immigrant  ancestors  are: 

1.  Rev.  Edward  Norreys,  a  non-conformist  who  came  to  Salem,  Mass.,  about  1639,  leaving 
descendants; 

2 .  Isaac  Norris,  only  surviving  member  of  the  family  of  Thomas  Norris  who  came  from 
Essex,  England,  whose  family  were  destroyed  in  the  earthquake  in  Jamaica,  came  to 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  1684/85  and  left  descendants; 

3.  Nicholas  Norreys,  born  circa  1640,  8th  in  descent  from  one  Thomas  Norreys  of  Speke; 
came  to  America  and  settled  in  New  Hampshire  about  1665/66  leaving  descendants; 

4.  Isaac  Norris,  born  circa  1795,  a  sea  captain  who  came  to  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  the  1830’s 
and  left  descendants; 

5.  Thomas  Norreys,  born  circa  1608  in  Congham,  County  Norfolk,  England,  left  home  at 
an  early  age  to  follow  the  sea  and  is  found  in  the  Province  of  Virginia  in  1630/31.  His  for¬ 
bears  were  as  follows:

Extract  from  a  publication  of  the  College  of  Arms,  Queen  Victoria  Street,  London,  E.  C.  4, 
England: 

“The  first  entry  of  the  pedigree  of  Noreys  of  Congham  was  made  in  1664,  this  first  entry 
being  signed  by  Osbert  Noreys  and  connects  with  his  father  Robert.  From  other  sources,  how¬ 
ever,  we  have  been  able  to  put  together  a  pedigree  back  to  John  Noreys  of  Congham  (Grand¬ 
father  of  the  above  Robert)  who  died  in  1572.  The  arms  and  crest  as  set  out  in  the  “Landed 
Gentry”  were  officially  recognized  with  tliis  entry  in  1664.”

Sable  a  cross  patee  fitchee  fleury,  between  10  billets.

Thomas  Norris,  the  Immigrant 

THOMAS  NORRIS,  born  in  Congham,  County  Norfolk,  England,  about  1608  was  sixth  in  line 
from  one  Geoffrey  Norris  (Norreys)  who  is  recorded  as  “Lord  of  Monpinsonn  Manor,”  West 
Bilney,  Norfolk,  and  whose  will  is  dated  12  August.  1464.  In  a  period  of  turmoil  it  was  not  un¬ 
usual  that  he  left  his  home  somewhere  between  the  ages  of  11  and  15,  going  off  to  sea  with 
many  of  his  contemporaries  and  we  are  not  surprised  when  he  turns  up  with  William  Claiborne 
and  his  followers  at  Nansemond,  in  the  Province  of  Virginia,  in  1630.  After  the  long  voyage 
from  the  Old  World  to  the  New,  the  rivers  and  creeks  surrounding  the  Chesapeake  Bay  must 
have  roused  great  curiosity  and  hopes  which  it  was  easy  for  those  adventurous  spirits  to 
satisfy  so  that  it  is  not  hard  to  understand  why  they  later  disputed  the  land  which  they  had 
explored,  settled  and  claimed  as  belonging  to  the  Province  of  Virginia,  with  the  followers  of 
Lord  Baltimore. 

One  of  the  trading  posts  established  by  Capt.  William  Claiborne  was  on  what  is  still  called 
“Kent  Island,”  in  what  was  shortly  called  Talbot  County,  Md.,  but  which  is  now  Queen  Anne’s 
County.  St.  Mary’s  County,  where  Lord  Baltimore’s  first  colonists  settled,  was  on  the  West¬ 
ern  Shore  of  the  Bay  and  records  show  that  Thomas  and  his  wife  Ann,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Hynson,  another  Claiborne  adherent,  were  “transported”  back  and  forth  between  the  Eastern 
and  the  Western  Shores,  and  that  Thomas  Norris  owned  property  in  both  Nansemond  County, 
Va.,  and  in  Talbot  County,  Md. 

Thomas  Norris  and  his  brother-in-law,  Daniel  Glover,  whose  wife  was  a  sister  of  Ann’s 
were  associated  as  planters  in  Nansemond  County;  he  bought  land  in  Talbot  County  and  also 
held  a  grant  of  200  to  350  acres  on  the  Chester  River,  wliich  he  called  “Norrisderry .”  This 
land  was  either  part  of  or  next  to  (if  not  overlapping)  a  property  which  a  descendant  of  the 
10th  generation  bought  and  occupied  for  twenty  years,  three  hundred  years  later.  Thomas 
Norris  died  prior  to  Nov.,  1675,  because  a  land  sale  which  he  was  negotiating  at  the  time,  . 

was  concluded  by  his  eldest  son,  and  heir  at  law,  Thomas  Norris,  Jr.,  a  bricklayer.  Ann  * 

died  prior  to  1668  as  her  name  does  not  appear  in  a  deed  of  that  date  waiving  dower.  Much 
of  the  above  is  found  in  Major  Davis’  book  and  from  records  in  the  Md.  Archives  at  Annapolis. 
This  being  written  for  the  family,  I  have  not  given  references,  which  may  be  had  on  request. 
Robert  O.  Norris,  Jr.,  of  Lively,  Va.,  adds  tliat  Thomas  m.  the  widow  of  David  Miles  by  whom 
he  had  no  children.  Thomas  and  Ann  Hynson  were  m.  in  1637.

Imprimis:— I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Joseph  Norris  my  plantation  where  I  now  live 
and  all  the  land  belonging  to  which  I  bought  of  John  Anderson  and  thirty  acres  which  I  bought 
of  Richard  Cotton  joining  upon  the  lands  of  Thomas  Young  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.  Item. 

I  give  to  my  son  William  Norris  all  that  tract  of  land  which  I  bought  of  John  Christopher  to 
him  and  his  heirs  forever.  Item.  I  give  my  son  William  Norris  all  my  Smith’s  tools.  Item. 

I  give  my  daughter  Susannah  Norris  the  plantation  I  formerly  lived  it  being  gave  or  intended 
to  have  been  given  to  her  by  Richard  Cotton  Dec’d  to  her  and  her  heirs  lawfully  begotten  of  | 
her  own  body  forever,  and  for  want  of  such  issue  to  my  daughter  Elizabeth  Norris  and  her 
heirs  forever.  Item,  It  is  my  will  that  my  daughter  Susannah  Norris  have  fifteen  pounds  cur¬ 
rent  money  less  of  my  estate  than  the  rest  of  my  children,  the  reason  is  there  was  so  much 
paid  by  me  for  Richard  Cottens  debts,  his  estate  being  due  her.  Item.  It  is  my  will  that  my

After  my  death  I  give 
to  the  heirs  of  my  son  Joseph  Norris,  dec’d.  and  their  heirs  forever  the  hires  of  my  servant 
Harry,  who  is  to  have  the  privilege  of  choosing  himself  a  home  for  each  year  during  his  life, 
in  the  county  aforesaid  or  the  adjoining  counties  and  five  dollars  is  to  be  paid  each  year  out 
of  his  hire  to  said  servant  Harry;  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that  my  Grandson  Thomas  Norris 
shall  attend  to  the  hiring  of  said  servant  Harry  out  each  year  aforesaid. 

After  my  death  I  give  to  my  Grandson  Thomas  Norris  aforesaid  my  servants  Bob  and  Mary 
and  all  the  balance  of  my  estate  whatever  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.  It  is  my  desire  that 
my  Grandson  Thomas  Norris  aforesaid  shall  administer  on  my  estate.  It  is  my  desire  that

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my  servant  Bob  aforesaid  which  I  give  to  my  Grandson  Thomas  Norris  aforesaid  to  have  the 
privilege  of  choosing  for  himself  a  home  as  long  as  he  lives  and  he  is  to  have  five  dollars  a 
year  out  of  his  hire.

(47)  WILLIAM  NORRIS  (Joseph-William-William-Edward-Thomas)  b.  20  March  1774 
in  Lancaster  County,  Va.;  moved  to  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  1793  where  he  m.  Sarah  Schaeffer, 
dau.  of  Balthasar  and  Eleanora  Schaeffer,  26  Dec.  1799.  He  entered  into  partnership  with 
Thomas  Norris  his  cousin  (#60)  and  Stephen  Williams  in  the  drygoods  business  and,  after  the 
partnership  was  dissolved,  on  18  Dec.  1816,  continued  in  business  alone,  as  proved  by  an  ad¬ 
vertisement  which  states  “Business  as  usual  at  the  old  stand,  No.  1907  Market  Street’’  and 
offered  for  sale  a  large  assortment  of  “Clothes  and  Kerseymers  .  .  .  Hatband  Crapes  .  .  . 
best  English  Florentine  Vestings  .  .  .  Jaconnets  .  .  .  Lutestrings  and  Sattins  ribbons”  and 
many  other  articles  unknown  to  present  day  buyers.  That  he  did  well  is  evident  from  a  bill 
from  St.  Mary’s  College  for  his  three  eldest  sons,  which  shows  that  they  studied  Latin,  Greek, 
history,  french,  prosody,  grammar  and  spelling  (the  books  mentioned) .  Together  with  three 
months  tuition  at  $5.00  per  quarter  per  pupil,  the  bill  totals  $25.58  3/4.  His  will  leaves  1/3 
of  his  estate  to  his  wife  Sarah;  5/72  to  each  of  his  eight  sons  to  whom  he  had  already  for¬ 
warded  amounts  as  follows:  To  William  $3,750.00;  to  Richard  $1,000.00;  to  Edward  $2,000.;  I 
to  George  Dashiell  $500.00  and  to  James  Alexander  $250.00.  He  makes  Richard  and  Todhunter 
his  executors  and  leaves  them  4/9th  of  the  estate  in  trust  for  his  four  daughters,  Jane  having 
already  had  from  her  share  $500.00  He  died  14  Feb.  1833. 

Sarah  (who  was  b.  10  Mar.  1783  in  Baltimore)  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  moved  to 
Philadelphia  with  Sarah  Taylor  and  the  four  youngest  children  and  after  his  wife’s  death  in 
1841,  Richard  joined  her  with  his  five  surviving  children.  She  d.  23  Feb.  1852  in  Philadelphia, 
but  is  buried,  with  William,  in  the  vault  in  Greenmount  Cemetery,  Balto.

He  invented  the  first  jointed  rod  ever 
used  in  trout  fishing,  one  of  his  rods  being  preserved  in  a  Pennsylvania  town  near  which  he 
used  to  fish.  He  was  largely  concerned  with  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  erection  of 
the  aquaria  at  the  Philadelphia  Centennial  Exhibition  in  1876.  He  contributed  constantly  to 
sporting  papers  and  published  “The  American  Angler”  (1864)  and  “American  Fish  Culture” 
(1868).  On  17  Jan.  1837  he  m.  Dorothea  Abel  (b.  20  May  1819— d.  11  Jan.  1858)  and  lived  at 
221  South  18th  Street,  Philadelphia.  His  second  wife,  Caroline  Abel  (b.  1811— d.  9  Aug.  1897) 
survived  him  as  he  died  on  11  April  1877.  They  are  all  buried  in  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery,

(65)  WILLIAM  NORRIS  (JR.)  (William- Joseph-William-William-Edward-Thomas)  b.  2 
July  1802  in  Baltimore,  Md.  With  his  brothers,  Edward  and  Richard,  he  was  educated  at  St. 
Mary’s  College  and  graduated  with  honors  in  mathematics  from  William  &  Mary  College  in 
Williamsburg,  Va.,  in  1820.  He  entered  his  father’s  drygoods  business  and  in  1825  m.  Mary 
Ann  Heide,  dau.  of  George  and  Rachel  Griffith  Heide,  living  on  North  Charles  Street  where 
their  first  two  children  were  born.  In  1829  he  moved  to  Philadelphia  to  open  a  branch  of  his 
father’s  store  and  at  his  suggestion  and  backing,  his  cousin,  William  Calvert  Norris  (54)  open 
another  branch  in  New  Orleans.  Shortly  afterwards,  the  entire  business  failed.  Having  in 
the  meantime  become  interested  in  the  idea  of  steam  as  a  means  of  locomotion,  he  went  into 
business  with  Col.  William  Long  and  despite  objections  as  to  the  possibility  of  doing  so  and 
disbelief  even  after  accomplishing  it,  he  perfected  the  invention  of  a  compound  engine,  thus 
allowing  a  steam  engine  to  go  uphill.  While  still  a  student  about  15  years  old  he  had  made  a 
fire  engine  which  threw  a  stream  of  water  fifty  feet  and  his  many  inventions  included  a  snap 
fastener  for  envelopes  and  a  special  alarm  clock  which  accompanied  him  on  many  of  his 
trips  to  Europe  and  South  America.  Of  a  musical  and  gregarious  nature,  he  brought  the  first 
performance  of  “The  Magic  Flute”  to  Philadelphia  on  8  Feb.  1841.  The  performance  was 
given  at  the  Musical  Fund  Hall,  7th.  and  Locust  Streets. 

His  place  on  Turner’s  Lane,  now  17th.  and  Norris  Streets,  called  Penn  Brook  was  the 
scene  of  much  pleasant  entertainment  and  the  United  Bowmen,  an  Archery  Club,  met  there  ’  , 

for  many  years.  Family  parties,  coaching  trips  through  Pennsylvania  and  northern  Maryland’ 
in  summer,  open  house  the  year  round  for  the  large  connections  on  both  sides,  all  these  are 
described  in  the  autobiography  of  his  son,  Septimus  Henry. 

In  1841,  William  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother  Richard,  who  had  moved  to  Phila¬ 
delphia  following  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  but  in  three  years  he  resigned  from  the  company 
to  take  charge  of  the  Austrian  government  locomotive  shops  near  Vienna.  He  remained 
abroad  for  four  years  and  on  liis  return  to  the  United  States  accepted  appointment  as  principal 
engineer  of  the  Eastern  Division  of  the  Panama  Railroad  and  built  the  Chagres  section,  which 
remains  in  use  today,  with  but  a  small  change  of  track  moved  for  the  Canal  project.  In  1855 
he  organized  a  company  in  New  York  City  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  fast  steamship  of 
his  own  design,  capable  of  making  the  voyage  to  England  in  six  days.  The  company  failed  and 
the  project  had  to  be  abandoned  before  completion.  With  typical  enthusiasm,  he  then  sank 
much  of  his  capital  in  gold  mines  in  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  He  died  at  his  home,  1818 
DeLancey  Place,  Philadelphia,  7  Jan.  1867  and  is  buried  together  with  his  wife  in  Greenmount 
Cemetery,  Baltimore.

Mr.  Hassler  was  a 
renowned  mathematician  of  his  day  and  the  organizer  in  1813  as  well  as  Supervisor  of  the 
United  States  Coast  Survey.  Edward  Schaeffer  was  associated  with  all  his  brothers  in  their 
locomotive  works  in  Philadelphia,  Schenectady  and  Lancaster,  until  his  retirement  in  1856. 

At  this  time  he  and  his  wife  and  son  went  to  live  in  Paris,  where  they  entertained  extensively. 
He  d.  20  Sept.  1870,  his  wife  dying  in  Nice  in  1872.

They  lived  at  1522  Locust  Street  until  his  marriage,  5  April  1853,  to  Susan  Eliza¬ 
beth  Lynah,  of  Charleston,  S.  C.,  when  they  lived  at  1518  Spruce  Street  until  they  moved  to 
“Norrington,”  Chestnut  Hill  where  they  lived  until  his  death,  3  June  1874.  From  1841  until 
1845  he  was  in  partnership  with  his  brother  William,  whom  he  bought  out;  later  his  other 
brothers  were  in  Norris  Brothers  for  varying  length  of  time,  and  finally  his  son,  Henry  Latimer, 
the  only  one  of  the  next  generation  to  take  an  extensive  part  in  the  locomotive  works .  A  more 
practical  man  than  his  inventive  brothers,  he  was  often  called  on  to  stand  back  of  then  financial¬ 
ly,  which  he  did  with  such  frequency  that  his  daughters  said  his  name  should  have  been  “Joseph.” 
Even  by  Norris  standards,  he  was  a  large  man  who,  for  his  own  use,  designed  and  had  made  a 
derrick  which  was  placed  over  his  bathtub.  His  first  wife,  Eliza  Daily  Norris,  was  b.  1  April 
1806  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  where  she  died  13  April  1841  while  Susan  Elizabeth  Lynah  Norris  was 
born  at  Charleston,  S.  C.,  1  Nov.  1817  and  d.  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.  1  Aug.  1896.  They  are  both 
buried,  with  him,  in  the  Norris  vault  at  Greenmount  Cemetery,  Baltimore,  Md.

He  is  best  known  as  the  inventor  of  the  ten  wheel  type 
locomotive,  the  first  of  which  was  constructed  in  1847.  In  a  handbook  for  locomotive  engineers, 
which  he  wrote,  he  states  “I  give  here  the  results  of  my  experience  after  a  study  of  twenty 
years,  and  the  last  twelve  years  engaged  with  my  senior  brother,  William,  to  whom  I  am  en¬ 
tirely  Indebted  for  all  the  instruction  I  have  received  relating  to  locomotives.  In  connection 
with  my  brothers,  I  have  constructed  some  530  locomotives,  170  of  which  are  now  success¬ 
fully  running  on  roads  in  England  and  the  Continent.”  His  nephew  S.  Henry  Norris  wrote  that 
Septimus  and  his  wife  entertained  extensively  while  living  in  Schenectady,  where  S.  Henry  was 
apprenticed  before  the  works  failed.  Septimus  Norris  died  20  Sept.  1862  at  Philadelphia  and 
is  buried  at  Greenmount .

WILLIAM  COXE  of  Othery,  West  Quantoxhead,  Somersetshire,  England,  m.  Dorothy  (proba¬ 
bly  dau.  of  one  Thomas  Wall  of  Weston,  Gloucestershire  who  mentions  in  his  will,  dated  Dec. 
1619,  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Coxe). 

DANIEL  COXE  (William)  second  son,  b.  circa  1611/16.  He  is  described  as  “gentleman” 

&  evidently  acquired  an  estate  at  Stoke -Newington  about  1650,  where  he  was  bur.  3  Sept.  1686. 

He  m.  Susanna - who  was  bur.  there  10  May  1705. 

DANIEL  COXE  (Daniel-William),  b.  circa  1640/41;  rec’d  degree  at  Cambridge,  as  per  this 
entry  “M.  D.  per  Literas  Regias  1669.”  Noted  practioner  &  a  physician  to  Charles  H  and  to 
Queen  Anne.  In  1684  &  1686,  he  acquired  a  tract  of  land  in  America  and  following  the  death 
of  Gov.  Billinge  purchased  the  latter’s  property  in  West  Jersey,  thus  becoming  governor  of 
that  part  under  the  contract  between  the  Duke  of  York  &  Billinge.  In  1692  he  transferred  the 
major  portion  of  his  immense  realty  holdings  in  West  New  Jersey  to  the  West  New  Jersey 
Society,  the  deed  including  a  royalty  of  “two  fat  capons”  to  be  paid  every  24  December.  At 
about  this  time.  Dr.  Coxe  purchased  the  patent  of  the  province  of  Carolina,  a  vast  territory 
stretching  between  the  31st  and  36th  degrees  of  latitude,  the  rivers  San  Mattheo  and  Passa 
Magna,  excepting  only  St.  Augustine  and  New  Mexico  between  the  Atlantic  &  Pacific  Oceans. 

Dr.  Coxe  never  came  to  America  to  see  his  great  holdings,  dying  before  6  /ipril  1705.  He  m. 

12  May  1771,  Rebecca  Coldham,  dau.  of  John  Coldham  of  Tooting  Graveny,  Surrey.  They  had 
thirteen  children  of  whom  the  second  child  &  oldest  son  was: 

DANIEL  COXE  (Daniel— Daniel— William)  bapt.  31  Aug.  1673  at  London.  He  came  to  Amer¬ 
ica  in  1701  &  assumed  charge  of  his  father’s  properties.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Coun¬ 
cil,  speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court.  Identified  with  military  affairs 
he  acquired  the  title  of  Colonel  and  is  so  designated  by  historians.  He  m.  8  May  1707,  Sarah 
Eckley,  dau.  of  John  &  Sarah  Eckley  from  Lee  Parish,  Kimbleton,  Herefordshire,  England;  d. 

25  April  1739  at  Burlington,  N.  J.  ( 

WILLIAM  COXE  (Daniel -Daniel -Daniel -William)  b.  27  April  1723;  m.  10  April  1750,

TENCH  COXE  (William-Daniel-Daniel-Daniel— William)  b.  22  May  1755;  m.  (2)  Rebecca 
Coxe  dau.  of  Charles  &  Rebecca  (Wells)  Coxe  of  Sidney,  N.  J.  During  the  Revolution,  Tench 
Coxe  was  a  Loyalist,  but  later  he  became  a  staunch  Whig;  an  active  worker  for  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  manufacturers;  and  was  called  “the  father  of  the  cotton  industry  in  America.”  He 
grub-staked  settlers  to  land  in  what  became  the  anthracite  counties  of  Pennsylvania,  getting 
two  thirds  of  the  land  after  supporting  them  for  three  years.  He  d.  17  July  1824. 

CHARLES  SIDNEY  COXE  (Tench— William— Daniel— Daniel— Daniel— William)  b.  31  July 
1791;  graduated  from  University  of  Pennsylvania  1808,  degree  of  A.  M.  gratiae  causa  from 
Brown  University  1820-he  was  admitted  to  the  Phila.  bar  in  1812.  Active  in  legal  and  civic 
matters  he  preserved  the  lands  in  the  counties  which  his  father  had  bought,  but  which  were 
still  unproductive  for  most  of  his  life.  He  m.  4  Oct.  1832  Ann  Maria  Brinton,  dau.  of  John  Hill 
and  Sarah  (Steinmetz)  Brinton.  They  had  nine  children.  Judge  Coxe  d.  19  Nov.  1879. 
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ALEXANDER  BRINTON  COXE  (Charles  Sidney— Tench— William— Daniel— Daniel— Daniel— 
William)  b.  19  Jan.  1838;  entered  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  age  of  14  &  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  AM  in  1856.  After  a  tour  of  Europe,  he  entered  the  Union  Army  as  aide  to 
Gen.  Meade.  Wounded  at  the  Battle  of  Fredericksburg,  he  was  retired  soon  after.  In  1865  he 
joined  the  newly  founded  firm  of  Coxe  Brothers  &  Co.  for  development  of  the  anthracite  lands 
inherited  from  Tench  Coxe.  He  m.  2  Jan.  1866,  Sophia  Eliza  Norris,  dau.  of  Richard  and  Eliza 
(Baily)  Norris.  He  d.  23  Jan.  1906. 

DANIEL  COXE,  son  of  Alexander  Brinton  and  Sophia  Eliza  (Norris)  Coxe  inherited  his 
Norris  grandfather’s  interest  in  locomotives,  particularly  in  building  small  ones.  His  #3  is 
described  in  vol.  3,  #3  of  “Locomotive  Engineering”  as  “the  smallest  locomotive  in  service 
in  America.”  #18,  for  the  Cross  Creek  Coal  Company  is  described  in  the  same  publication 
as  “The  Largest  Mogul  Locomotive  in  the  World.”  As  superintendent  of  the  Delaware,  Susque¬ 
hanna  and  Schuylkill  Railroad,  he  equipped  all  the  locomotives  and  cars  with  Westinghouse  air 
brakes  and  the  M.  C.  B.  automatic  couplers. 
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HARRISON  EXCURSUS 


THOMAS  HARRISON,  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in  Thurstonfield,  Cumberland 
County,  England,  transferred  to  Haverford  Meeting,  near  Philadelphia  in  1763,  following  his 
father’s  death,  when  the  family  lands  went  to  the  eldest  son,  John  Harrison;  m.  Sixth  Month 
21,  1764  Sarah  Richards,  dau.  of  Rowland  Richards  of  Chester  County,  Pa.  and  his  wife  Sarah 
Thomas.  Sarah  Richards  Harrison  became  a  prominent  minister  of  the  Society,  visiting  meet¬ 
ings  in  Virginia  and  the  Carolinas  in  1786  and  1788;  going  in  1792  on  a  “religious  visit  to 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland”  with  two  other  women,  being,  on  one  occasion,  held  prisoner  by 
French  authorities,  for  several  days,  on  suspicion  of  being  an  English  spy.  While  in  England 
a  special  audience  was  granted  her  by  the  king,  George  IH.  Thomas  lived  at  36  High  St.  (now 
Market)  in  Philadelphia  in  1791  and  afterwards  at  72  South  Third  Street.  He  was  “an  ardent 
friend  of  the  negro  slaves”;  a  member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Colonization  Society  and  one  of 
the  Counsellors  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Abolition  of  Slavery  in  1787,  of  which 
Benjamin  Franklin  was  president.  When  Yellow  Fever  raged  in  Philadelphia,  he  was  appointed 
with  Stephen  Girard  and  others,  “to  Attend  &  Alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  afflicted.”  He  d. 

5  Nov.  1815,  his  wife  having  predeceased  him  19  Dec.  1812. 

JOHN  HARRISON  (Thomas)  b.  17  Dec.  1773  at  Philadelphia,  where  he  was  educated  and 
apprenticed  to  Townsend  Speakman,  dealer  and  importer  of  drugs  and  chemicals.  He  subse¬ 
quently  studied  under  the  eminent  chemist  Joseph  Priestley,  discoverer  of  0xygen.  He  was 
for  some  time  in  partnership  with  Samuel  Betton,  but  in  1794/95  he  “commenced  a  series  of 
experiments  for  the  preparation  of  sulphuric,  nitric  and  muriatric  acids  on  a  practical  scale” 
as  he  wrote  to  President  Thomas  Jefferson.  He  was  not  only  the  first  manufacturer  in  this 
country  to  concentrate  sulphuric  acid  in  platinum,  but  probably  the  first  of  all.  In  1806  he 
added  to  his  manufactures  the  production  of  white  lead.  In  1794  he  was  one  of  the  Inspectors 
of  Health:  captain  of  the  6th  Co.  3rd  Battalion,  Philadelphia  Militia;  Recorder  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia  from  1821  to  1824;  He  was  a  member  of  the  Schuylkill  Fishing  Company 
of  the  State  in  Schuylkill  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  first  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Franklin  Institute.  He  m.  27  Nov.  1802  Lydia  Leib,  dau.  of  John  George  and  Margareta  Doro-  J 
thea  (Leibheidt)  Leib  in  the  Church  of  St.  Michael’s  &  Zion,  in  the  churchyard  of  which  they 
were  bur.  until  it  was  abandoned  when  their  remains  were  transferred  to  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery. 
They  had  eight  children,  four  boys  and  four  girls,  of  whom  the  second  and  fourth  sons  are  part 
of  this  account. 

MICHAEL  LEIB  HARRISON  (John— Thomas)  b.  23  April  1807  at  Philadelphia;  m.  (1)  Vir¬ 
ginia  Thomas  Skelton  Johnston,  dau.  of  Thomas  Skelton  and  Hannah  (Knerr)  Johnston  of 
Fredericksburg,  Va.

Oct.  1856.  Trained  as  a  lawyer,  he  entered  his  father’s  chemical  firm  on  the  latter’s  death, 
together  with  his  brother  and  eldest  uncle.  His  sons  were  all  placed  with  the  Franklin  Sugar 
Refining  Company.  He  d.  9  Sept.  1885  and  is  bur.  at  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery. 
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JOHN  HARRISON  (Michael  L.— John— Thomas)  b.  20  March  1834,  eldest  son  of  Michael 
Leib  and  Virginia  Thomas  Skelton  (Johnston)  Harrison;  entered  his  father’s  firm  and  on  the 
death  of  the  two  older  brothers,  he  and  his  brother  Thomas  Skelton,  and  cousin  George  Leib, 
son  of  Thomas  Harrison  carried  on  the  firm  of  Harrison  Brothers  until  1906,  when  it  became 
part  of  the  duPont  Company,  He  m.  18  Dec.  1860  Emily  Gardner  Leland,  youngest  dau.  of 
Charles  and  Charlotte  Perry  Leland,  originally  from  Holliston,  Mass,  but  then  residents  of 
Philadelphia.  He  d.  9  Feb.  1909  and  is  buried  at  Woodlands  Cemetery,  Philadelphia. 


MITCHELL  HARRISON  (George— John— Thomas)  b.  14  April  1858;  m.  26  Oct.  1882,  Virginia 
Merritt  Norris,  dau.  of  Septimus  Henry  and  Mary  (Yates)  Norris.  Although  a  member  of  the 
Franklin  Sugar  Refinery  Board,  he  traveled  extensively,  lived  in  England  for  a  number  of 
years  and  finally  purchased  several  farms  in  Virginia,  where  he  lived  a  gentleman-farmer’s 
life,  raising  cattle  and  above  all  race  horses,  many  of  them  famous  in  their  day.

FRIEDRICH  KARL  von  SCHIRACH  (Karl— Gottlob— Christian— Peter— Adam— Urban— Georg) 
b.  26  Feb.  1842  at  Kiel;  m.  at  Cliestnut  Hill,  Pa.  29  April  1869,  Elizabeth  Daily  Norris  (b.  15 
Nov.  1833  at  Baltimore— d.  19  Nov.  1873  at  Keil).  After  a  youth  of  traveling  back  and  forth  to 
the  United  States,  where  his  father’s  sister  had  married  well;  and  an  apprenticeship  with  his 
uncle’s  importing  firm  in  Hamburg,  he  came  again  to  this  country,  planning  to  get  work  with 
another  importing  firm.  The  Civil  War  breaking  out  at  almost  the  same  moment  he  volunteered 
and  fought  with  distinction,  advancing  from  private  to  Major;  losing  a  leg  as  the  result  of  ex¬ 
posure  on  the  battlefield  of  Second  Bull  Run.  Although  he  returned  to  Germany  at  the  outbreak 
of  the  War  of  1870  and  remained  there  for  the  rest  of  liis  life,  he  retained  his  American  citi¬ 
zenship  and  his  title  of  Major,  U.  S.  A.,  ret.  The  outbreak  of  WW  I  was  a  great  grief  to  him; 
one  grandson  killed  himself  rather  than  fight  against  his  mother’s  and  grandmother’s  country 
and  Friedrich  Karl  d.  17  April  1917  and  is  bur.  at  the  gates  of  Lubeck. 
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WILLIAMS-DUANE 


When  Alice  Norris  married  Duane  Williams  on  8  October  1857,  she  was  entering  one  of  the 
most  interesting  families  of  the  day  in  Philadelphia,  as  far  as  background  was  concerned, 
since  his  mother  was  a  direct  descendant  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  of  one  John  Duane  who, 
tradition  has  it,  came  from  Ireland  to  the  Province  of  New  York  in  1730  at  the  suggestion  of 
an  uncle.  However  or  whatever  the  impetus,  the  fact  remains  that  he  and  his  wife,  Anastasia 
Scarsfield  were  in  the  Province  of  New  York  when  their  son,  William,  was  born  in  1760  and 
there  John  died  in  1765.  His  widow  took  the  boy  back  to  Ireland  for  his  education  and  he  later 
went  to  London  and  to  Calcutta  but  despite  this  education  and  experience,  he  returned  to  the 
land  of  his  birth,  settled  in  Philadelphia  and  served  as  Colonel  in  the  U.  S.  Army  in  the  War 
of  1812.  He  was  editor  of  the  “Aurora^published  in  Philadelphia.  He  married  Catherine 
Corcoran  of  Clonmel,  the  town  where  he  grew  up  in  Ireland.  Their  son,  William  John  Duane, 
m.  31  December  1805,  Deborah  Bache,  daughter  of  Sarah  Franklin  and  Richard  Bache,  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Benjamin  Franklin. 

William  John  and  Deborah  (Bache)  Duane  had  two  children,  William  who  m.  Louisa  Brooks 
and  MARY  DUANE  who  m.  Charles  Williams  on  9  Nov.  1831.  They  were  the  parents  of  DUANE 
WILLIAMS  who  m.  Alice  Norris. 

The  photographs  labelled  Charles  Williams  and  Mrs.  Charles  Williams  seem  more  likely 
to  be  of  Duane  and  Alice  (Norris)  Williams,  since  in  the  1850’s  when,  judging  by  their  cos¬ 
tumes,  the  photographs  were  taken,  Charles  and  Mary  Williams  would  have  been  in  their 
sixties,  whereas  these  are  definitely  young  people.  Mrs.  Norris  is  presumably  the  second 
Mrs.  Richard  Norris,  who  brought  Alice  (Norris)  Williams  up. 

Alice  Norris  Williams  died  when  she  was  just  six  years  old  and  this  was  probably  taken 
shortly  before  her  death.
